3. The petitioners state that the entire delay in filing the required reply and fees from the due date 
for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b) was unintentional, 
and requests their petition be thus considered. The petitioners state further as follows: 

Co-petitioner Warwick Mills Inc., and co-petitioner Image Products Group LLC, are U.S. -based 
companies and co-owners by assignment in this case, along with and in two other related cases, 
parent application serial no. 09/371,474 filed 8/10/1999, of which this is a continuation 
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application, and a divisional of the parent application; serial no. 09/925,923, filed 8/9/2001, both 
also unintentionally abandoned with office actions pending, as was this case. 

Original inventor/applicants in this case were W. Neal Bebber, Charles A. Howland, and Gregory 
D. Williams. Warwick Mills Inc. is the successor in interest to Howland by assignment, as is 
duly recorded. Rexam Inc. was the successor in interest to Bebber and Williams by assignment, 
as is duly recorded; making Warwick Mills Inc. and Rexam Inc. co-owners of the applications. 
Co-owner Rexam Inc. by mutual consent conducted the filings and prosecution of this and the 
related cases, the objective of all parties at the times of filing being to prosecute the applications 
to conclusion. 

Rexam Inc. subsequently assigned its interest to Rexam Image Products Inc., who subsequently 
assigned its interest to Image Products Group LLC (IPG), who is the present successor in the case 
to Rexam Inc., as is duly recorded. 

At all times relevant, co-owner Warwick Mills Inc. reasonably expected co-owner Rexam 
Inc./IPG to continue the prosecution of these cases to a conclusion. However, unexpectedly in 
early 2003 and unknown at the time to co-owner Warwick Mills Inc., co-owner Rexam Inc./IPG 
decided to cease prosecution of these applications and allow them to go abandoned. Subsequent 
inquires to Rexam/IPG about the status of the cases resulted in notice received Aug. 7, 2003 by 
co-owner Warwick Mills, that the prosecution of all related cases had been abandoned. 

Co-owner/petitioner Warwick Mills Inc., through the undersigned counsel did immediately with 
all due diligence since that date, pursue efforts to investigate the circumstances, review the 
extensive prosecution history of the three cases, and move to cure the non-compliance in the 
instant case, with the cooperation of successor co-owner/petitioner Image Products Group LLC. 
For efficiency and economy of effort and cost, petitioners have selected and are filing a response 
and petition to revive only this case. In accordance therewith, the accompanying office action 
response and this petition, with all required fees, is respectfully submitted for consideration. 
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4. The petitioners disclaim and dedicate to the public a terminal part of the term of any patent 
granted hereon and on any continuing application claiming priority under 35 USC 120, 121, or 
365(c) hereto, equivalent to the period of abandonment of this application. 

It is further stated for the record that the undersigned attorneys are registered to practice before the 
United States Patent Office and are authorized agents for the Petitioners, whether filing in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.34 or under assignments and powers of attorney attached or previously 
submitted.
